Countdown for 
transit strike 


O No deal by midnight tonight, no bus or ferry service tomorrow 
O Metro Transit claiming over $8-million difference in municipal,

Unless two negotiating teams can 
bridge what appears to be an 
unbridgeable gap on Wednesday, 
HRM will see its first transit 
strike in 14 years. 

Over 700 Metro Transit work¬ 
ers will be heading to the picket 
lines Thursday unless the munic¬ 
ipality and the Amalgamated 
Transit Union Local 508 can work 
out an eleventh-hour deal to keep 
the buses and ferries running. 

That didn’t look likely Tues¬ 
day as the two sides played a lot 
of “he said, he said.” 

Negotiations broke off before 
noon. Union representatives 
alleged the municipality left the 
negotiating table. 

But Metro Transit director 
Eddie Robar told reporters later 
that afternoon the municipality

hadn’t gone anywhere. 

“We’re back all night tonight, 
all day tomorrow — whatever it 
takes,” he said. 

Those comments came after a 
two-hour closed-door meeting 
between Robar and Halifax 
regional council. Robar said he 
received no new instructions 
from council on the negotiations. 

Ken Wilson, president of Local 
508, said he had received no 
request from the conciliator to 
return to the table as of late Tues¬ 
day evening. 

While the municipality 
budged from contracting out 
service — the purported main 
issue up to now — they did not 
back down from issues around 
scheduling and raises. 


Robar said the union is look¬ 
ing for a three per cent raise in 
each of the next three years, 
which he estimates will cost the 
municipality $10 million. Metro 
Transit’s proposal is for a two- 
year deal with a four per cent 
overall raise — by Robar’s esti¬ 
mates — at a cost of $1.8 million. 

Wilson said the two-year deal 
is unacceptable — but not 
because of the money. 

“The (ATU) has never, ever 
striked over getting something, 
wanting something, or money. 
It’s counterproductive,” he said. 

“The employer set this freight 
train in motion, not the union.” 

Amid all the claims, there is 
one certainty: if the two sides 
can’t come to an agreement by 
midnight tonight, people 
depending on transit are out of 
luck.

For most residents in 
Woodside-Eastern Pas¬ 
sage, walking to work is 
not an option.

“It was a long question- 
and-answer period,” said 


Coun. Debbie Hum. “We 
just want to make sure 
the negotiations continue 
and both sides are willing 
to sit at the table.” 

Mayor Peter Kelly told 
reporters HRM has given 
into the union on the big 
issues of part-time posi¬ 
tions, contracting out and 
making drivers the best- 
paid in Atlantic Canada. 

“Now we’re trying to 
find the reasons that they 
have indicated why they 
haven’t stayed at the 
table,” he said. “We know 
the union is bringing 
forth other issues now 
that we’re not there in

A last-ditch effort to put 
off the sale of St. Patrick’s- 
Alexandra school was 
quashed at Halifax region¬ 
al council on Tuesday. 

Last week, council vot¬ 
ed to sell the property to 
Jono Developments, but 
to make the sale official, 
it needed a week to repeal 
the HRM policy on selling 
surplus schools. 

However, at yesterday’s 
meeting Coun. Dawn 
Sloane asked council to 
defer the issue and not 
throw out the current pol¬ 
icy, even though city staff 
have never really fol¬ 
lowed it since its installa¬ 
tion 11 years ago. 

“How can we have in¬ 
tegrity if we don’t follow 
our own policy?” Sloane 
said. 

The councillor was also 
concerned about two 
schools in West 
Chezzetcoolc and Cole 
Harbour that were tied in 
with the St. Pat’s request 
for proposals. 

Staff said there were no 
qualified bids for the 
West Chezzetcoolc ele¬ 
mentary school, but there 
were some for the Gordon 
Bell Building. 

The winning bid will be 
brought before council 
over the next few weeks. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts, 
one of a minority of coun¬ 
cillors who agreed with 
Sloane, said the money 
from the sale would go in¬ 
to a land reserve to help

The Internet has created a 
new and oftentimes more 
emotionally damaging 
type of bully: The cyber¬ 
bully — one who can fol¬ 
low you home. 

“Before everyone was 
online with multiple com¬ 
puters at home, bullying 
stopped at three o’clock,” 
said Monika Wierzbiclci of 
the Canadian non-profit 
anti-bullying organization 
Stop a Bully. “There was a 
sort of buffer. Kids could go 
home, see their parents, 
have dinner and to some 
extent forget about bully¬ 
ing for a while. Now, a per¬ 
son can potentially be 
bullied non-stop, not just 
in school.” 



Katie Neu, 20, knows 
this all too well. The Lis- 
towel, Ont., resident and 
founder of Bullying Cana¬ 
da, became the victim 
of intense cyber-bullying 
when she was a high 
school student. The relent¬ 
less hateful messages even¬ 
tually pushed her to leave 
school and continue her 
studies from home.

Anonymity 

Wierzbiclci said the In¬ 
ternet has changed the 
course of bullying irrevoca¬ 
bly. Where traditional 
schoolyard bullies had to 
engage in face-to-face con¬ 
tact with their targets, the 
online world provides bul¬ 
lies with relative anonymi¬ 
ty. As a result, bullies feel 
protected and do and say 
things they would other¬ 
wise not do in person. 




In fact, a 2008 Universi¬ 
ty of Toronto study cited 
on bewebaware.ca found 
that 75 per cent of the 
young people who admit¬ 
ted to cyber-bullying some¬ 
one had never bullied 
anyone offline or face-to- 
face. 



“Pictures and comments 
can be posted and seen by 
(potentially) thousands of 
people in a matter of min¬ 
utes,” said Wierzbiclci, 
adding that even if a bully 
repents and removes the 
offending material, a limit¬ 
less number of people can 
have already seen it and 
downloaded it. 

And the offending posts 
may not just haunt a bul¬ 
ly’s victims. 

“Because employers now 
have the ability to check up 
on (prospective employees) 


by googling them, or 
checking their Faceboolc 
page, any cyber-bullying a 
person committed has the 
potential to negatively af¬ 
fect their job prospects,” 
said Wierzbiclci. “The In¬ 
ternet can keep a record of 
previous negative behav¬ 
iour that can be accessed 
by anyone who wants to 
find it. Discovered months 
or even years later, it can 
reflect poorly on a person 
who may in fact have al¬ 
ready made amends, 
changed their behaviour 


and become a completely 
different person.” 

Consequences 

According to Media 
Awareness Network, a 
Canadian media and digi¬ 
tal literacy organization, 
more kids may be likely to 
engage in bullying behav¬ 
iour online because they 
can’t see or hear the effects 
of their actions and be¬ 
cause many forms of social 
media lack supervision. 



As a result of the in¬ 
crease in cyber-bullying in¬ 
cidents, in 2007 Ontario 
made changes to the 
province’s Safe Schools Act, 
introducing a new legisla¬ 
tion that made cyber-bully¬ 
ing an offence for which a 
student can be suspended 
or expelled from school.

How bullies can make it right 

Monika Wierzbicki’s top three tips on making amends: 


After-effects 

Wierzbiclci said that 
bullying, regardless of the 
form, can have impli¬ 
cations for many years 
following the incident 
for both the bully and 
victim; however, the Inter¬ 
net has compounded the 
effects because of the 
immediacy and scope of 
the medium. 


► The first step is to remove anything posted online that has caused 
another person pain or embarrassment. 

► Make a personal apology, preferably by phone or email to the victim. 

P Help out with an anti-bullying organization at school or in the community. 


What is cyber-bullying? 


This new form of bullying is when the Internet, cellphones or other devices are used to 
send or post text or images intended to hurt or embarrass another person. This can 
include threats, sexual remarks, pejorative labels, making someone the subject of 
ridicule on forums or posting false statements as fact aimed at humiliation.

If you’re reading this arti¬ 
cle on your Android 
phone, then you’re more 
likely to have sex on a first 
date, according to new 
survey results released 
Tuesday by Match.com. 

The survey was done 
for the international dat¬ 
ing site to look at the dat¬ 
ing habits of single men 
and women of various 
ages across Canada. 

Between Oct. 13 and 
Oct. 15, 2011,1,068 Cana¬ 
dians were surveyed on 
everything from whether 
they have dated someone 
in the workplace to drink¬ 
ing alcohol on a first date 
— and at the end of the 
survey, they said whether 
they use an iPhone, 
Android or BlackBerry 


smartphone. 

It turns out users of 
Google’s Android phones 
are apparently wilder than 
other smartphone users. 

Sixty-two per cent of 
Android singles said they 
have had sex after a first 
date, compared to 57 per 
cent of iPhone users and 
48 per cent of BlackBerry 


users. But iPhone users are 
more likely to wait one 
day to reach out after a 
first date, whereas 
Android and BlackBerry 
users will wait after two to 
three days.

Samsung dealt blow in battle with Apple 


Samsung took a hit in its 
battle against arch-rival 
Apple on Tuesday, when 
the European Union an¬ 
nounced it will investigate 
whether it is illegally try¬ 
ing to hinder competitors, 
while Germany blocked 
sales of some of its tablets. 

Samsung Electronics 
and Apple Inc. are engaged 
in a strategic war over 
patents in many countries 
across the world as they 
try to draw market share 


away from each other. 

The EU’s antitrust 
watchdog thinks the South 
Korean company may be 
overstepping the bounds, 
however, and launched a 
formal investigation of 
whether Samsung is using 
lawsuits over key patents 
on 3G wireless technology 
to hinder competitors — 
including Apple. 

In Germany, an appeals 
court ruled in favour of Ap¬ 
ple in a separate case, say¬ 


ing Samsung could not sell 
its Galaxy Tab 10.1 or the 
Galaxy Tab 8.9 in the coun¬ 
try because they too close¬ 
ly resembled the iPad2, in 
violation of unfair compe¬ 
tition laws. 

Samsung’s successor 
tablet, the Galaxy Tab 10.1 
N, was not affected by the 
ruling, and the company 
said that while the deci¬ 
sion was disappointing, it 
was largely irrelevant.

heroes, Wiki decided to 
keep the definition vague. 

Take, for instance, the 
lads in this weekend’s 
Chronicle. After uncovering 
a mysterious crater they de¬ 
velop telekinesis, flight and 
invulnerability all without 
the aid of butlers named Al¬ 
fred, secret identities or 
spandex suits. 

They’re just ordinary 
guys with extraordinary 
powers. Civilian super¬ 
heroes, if you will. 

But they’re not the first 
everyday movie characters 
to make the leap (some¬ 
times over tall build¬ 


ings) to become super¬ 
heroes. The flickers are 
filled with stories of regular 
folks who become cru¬ 
saders — some with ex¬ 
traordinary powers, and 
some without. 

In Defendor, Woody Har- 
relson plays a man whose 
rich inner life spills out into 
his real life. By day he is 
dead-end-job Arthur, but by 
night he is Defendor, a 
masked superhero do-good¬ 
er. His task? To clean up the 
streets of Hamilton, Ont. 

Speaking in comic book 
cliches — “Look out ter¬ 
mites,” he says, “it’s 
squishin’ time!”— and with 
a duct tape “D” on his 
chest, Defendor and his 
home¬ 
made 


arsenal of weapons patrols 
the streets looking for 
crime to prevent. He’s a bit 
delusional, but his heart is 
in the right place. 

“Who writes your dia¬ 
logue?” asks a bad guy, 
“Spiderman?” 

“No, I do it myself,” he 
answers innocently, before 
teaching the guy a lesson 
he won’t soon forget. 

Based on a wild indie 
comic of the same name by 
Mark Millar, Kiclc-Ass tells a 
couple of intertwining sto¬ 
ries. First up is Dave Lizews- 
lci (Aaron Johnson), a 
fanboy who creates a super¬ 
hero alter ego called Kiclc- 
Ass as a way to boost his 
self-esteem. In life he says 
his only superpower is be¬ 
ing invisible to girls, but 
when he dons the suit he 
becomes... only 




marginally more super. 

His exploits, however, 
grab the attention of Big 
Daddy (Nicolas Cage) and 
Hit Girl (Chloe Moretz), a 
slightly psychotic father-

Davis Guggenheim’s TIFF- 
opening doc is not strictly a 
history of this legendary 
Irish rock band, although 
much is packed into 90 
minutes. 

The film instead concen¬ 
trates on lessons learned 
during the difficult Berlin 
studio birth of 1991’s 
Achtung Baby, U2’s seventh 
album, made when group 
members Bono, The Edge, 
Adam Clayton and Larry 
Mullen, Jr. thought it might 
prove to be their last. 

Disillusioned with stadi¬ 
um tours that had paradoxi¬ 
cally diminished 




their music, and disgusted 
with the rock idols they’d 
become — “We’d become 
the enemy,” Bono ruefully 
recalls — they were uncer¬ 
tain how to step into the 
1990s, a time when pop 
was splintering into fac¬ 
tions of rap, dance and met¬ 
al (and grunge was about to 
hit). 

Guggenheim shows us 
the band’s turnaround 
through the writing of Mys¬ 
terious Ways. Using digital 
tapes recovered from the 
original sessions, supple¬ 
mented with archival 
footage, From the Sky 
Down reveals how U2 not 
only pulled that song out of 
thin air, but another tune 
as well: One, which became 
a monster hit.

How much of another 
language do you have to 
speak or write to be 
considered bilingual? 

• Maya Meyouhas, general 
manager of Sweetspot Que¬ 
bec, says that “in Quebec, 
where most people speak at 
least two languages, I 
would consider someone 
bilingual if they can just as 
easily communicate (speak 
and write) in one language 
as they can in the other.” 

• Gregoire Holtz, French 
professor at the University 
of Toronto, believes bilin¬ 
gualism means being 
as comfortable in one lan¬ 
guage as in the other, 
though you may sometimes 
hesitate or struggle to 
translate a thought. Bilin¬ 
gualism also demands a lev¬ 
el of understanding where 
the other language’s hu¬ 
mour or subtleties are con¬ 
cerned. 

• Framboise Mougeon, asso¬ 
ciate principal of academics 
and research at Glendon 
College at York University, 
feels that one needs to 
reach “maximum efficien¬ 
cy” and “a thorough com¬ 
mand of the language” in 
order to succeed in all 
forms of communication. 

How much bilingualism is 
“enough”for a job? 

Framboise points out that, 
depending on the job, you 
may be able to get by with 
only a few French words — 
and perhaps you will only 
need to speak the language 
and never write it, or vice 
versa — but a more thor¬ 
ough knowledge of the lan¬ 
guage is needed to truly 
express oneself. 

This is especially true 
considering that a bilingual 
job may require you to 
work mostly in English one 
day and almost completely 
in French the next. 

Christopher Leite, a 
teaching assistant at the 
University of Ottawa, occu¬ 
pies a bilingual role that de¬ 


mands just this sort of abili¬ 
ty to switch from one lan¬ 
guage to the other. 

“Here at the university, 
my department is a French- 
speaking one, so again, 
while I can speak to the ad¬ 
ministrators in English if I 
wanted to, they are all Fran¬ 
cophone and all of the de¬ 
partmental correspondence 
is sent in French,” he says. 

Different jobs demand 
different levels of bilingual¬ 
ism. Maya notes that “the 
word ‘bilingual’ has a differ¬ 
ent meaning for different 
people — in other 
provinces, having function¬ 
al French may be enough to 
land you a ‘bilingual’ posi¬ 
tion.” 

Is there a way to prove you’re 
bilingual to an employer? 

“The best way to prove it is 
during the interview,” Maya 
says. “If bilingualism is im¬ 
portant, the employer will 
communicate with you 
(test you) in both languages 
— they’ll know quickly 
enough if your language 
skills are right for the posi¬ 


tion.” 

When Christopher ap¬ 
plied to be a TA at the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa, he was 
asked to share a copy of his 
high school diploma (he 
studied extended French) 
and university transcripts, 
which highlighted his mi¬ 
nor in French. When work¬ 
ing as a teller at the 
National Bank of Canada in 
Ottawa, his language skills 
were put to the test, but he 
was asked only one ques¬ 
tion in French. The bilin¬ 
gual demand varies with 
the job. 

Maya adds another place 
where you can really shine: 
“If the job posting is in 
French (or if the company is 
based in Quebec), send your 
CV and/or cover letter in 
French.”

What should I write 
on my resume? 

If looking to indicate your bilingualism on your resume, 
Maya advises against use of the word “bilingual,” as it's too 
vague. It's best to be honest about your level of comfort and 
knowledge in both languages. After all, your employer isn't 
the only one who will suffer should you be asked to lead a 
presentation or write a report in a language you don’t know 
well enough. 

“Specify instead your functional/good/strong/excellent 
written and/or verbal communication skills in French and 
English," she suggests. This shows your employer how well 
you know both languages and, what’s more, it showcases 
honesty: and what employer doesn't love that virtue?

It is one of the 
most impor¬ 
tant concepts 
in workplace 
law — but it is 
not even clear 
how it applies. 

Since 1997, when the 
Supreme Court presented 
Canadian workplaces with 
the Wallace decision, em¬ 
ployers have had an obliga¬ 
tion to play nice and 
behave well at the time of 
dismissal, or face paying 
additional “bad faith” dam¬ 
ages to a former employee. 
As the Court reasoned, em¬ 
ployees were particularly 
vulnerable at the time of 
dismissal and in need of ad¬ 


ditional protection. 

But in the landmark de¬ 
cision in Honda nearly 11 
years later, the Supreme 
Court considerably rewrote 
its own law. In that case the 
Court found that, unless 
there was evidence of some 
actual or physical harm 
stemming from a dismissal, 
employees should no 
longer be compensated for 
their mistreatment. Many 
employees were left shak¬ 
ing their heads and since 
this time, it has been un¬ 
clear what, if any, damages 
they should receive if they 
are dismissed “in bad 
faith.” Fortunately, a recent 
case seems to clarify the 
law. 

When Sergio Coppola 
was dismissed from Capital 
Pontiac Buiclc in Regina, he 
was told the dealership was 
eliminating his position 
and that, since he had the 
least tenure among his 
group, he was losing his 
job. However, when Coppo¬ 


la tried to start his own 
business a few months lat¬ 
er, his prospective business 
partner was told by one of 
the staff at Capital Pontiac 
that Coppola was fired be¬ 
cause a car had gone miss¬ 
ing and hinted that 
Coppola was at fault. 

The allegation that Cop¬ 
pola had engaged in mis¬ 
conduct affected him 
greatly. Coppola’s new busi¬ 
ness venture was delayed 
and he claimed that he was 
emotionally devastated, al¬ 
though he never went to 
see a doctor. Coppola sued 
his old employer for wrong¬ 
ful dismissal, based on the 
false allegations — and re¬ 
cently he was awarded ad¬ 
ditional damages based on 
the manner of his dis¬ 
missal, even though there 
was no precise manner to 
calculate his alleged loss.

Mike Homsy isn’t making 
any promises to the Halifax 
Rainmen. 

The National Basketball 
League of Canada’s director 
of officials is in charge of 
reviewing video from the 
Rainmen’s 102-91 road loss 
to the Moncton Miracles to 
determine whether the ref¬ 
erees dictated the outcome 
of the game. 

Rainmen head coach 
Josep ‘Pep’ Claros, whose 
team led by 19 points after 
the first quarter, alleged 
the game became “a cir¬ 
cus” when the refs started 
“inventing fouls” to “put 
(the Miracles) in the game.” 

Homsy, who didn’t 
watch the game, said he ex¬ 


pects to receive the video 
on Wednesday and will 
conduct a thorough review. 

“If I look at it and I see 
there were some question¬ 
able calls, I can do some¬ 
thing about it at that 
point,” Homsy said. “But 
until I see that, that’s not 
what the officials are 
telling me, as far as what 
happened. They feel the 
calls were correct.” 

Trevor Periy, Michael 
Murray and Jean-Paul 
Richard — all from New 
Brunswick — officiated the 


contest, Homsy said. 

Rainmen owner Andre 
Levingston, who also serves 
as NBL Canada president, 
said he “absolutely, 100 per 
cent” expects Homsy to 
take disciplinary action 
against the refs. 

“When you look at the 
film, it doesn’t lie,” Lev¬ 
ingston said. “We know ref¬ 
erees are going to miss 
calls, but we can’t have 
games like (Monday) 
night.” 

Levingston famously 
pulled the Rainmen out of 


the Premier Basketball 
League last April because of 
concerns over biased offici¬ 
ating. But Levingston and 
Homsy both agreed Tues¬ 
day that Monday’s events 
did not compare to what 
happened in the PBL. 

Homsy said he had al¬ 
ready determined that one 
call Claros was upset about 
had in fact been adminis¬ 
tered correctly according to 
the FIBA ruleboolc. 

He also said that from 
his perspective, officials are 
unlikely to “change a 20- 
point game to completely 
the other direction.” 

“If you’re talking about a 
two-point game, then a call 
can certainly make a differ¬ 
ence,” he said. “But there 
weren’t a string of calls 
that affected the result of 
the game.” 


Crookshank 
ban handled 
internally 

The Halifax Rainmen 
aren’t divulging any 
details about the third 
team suspension of Eric 
Crookshank’s five-year 
tenure with the franchise. 

Crookshank, a fan 
favourite who didn’t play 
in Monday night’s 102-91 
road loss to the Moncton 
Miracles, stayed home for 
“violating team rules” ac¬ 
cording to owner Andre 
Levingston. He also sat for 
one game last November 
for violating “team and 
league rules” and was sus¬ 
pended for seven games in 
2009 for “conduct 
detrimental to the team.”

A little optimism 
in Pittsburgh 


O According to recent tests, doctors say Crosby suffered 
soft-tissue damage, not fractured neck vertebrae 


Sidney Crosby’s latest con¬ 
cussion-related layoff may 
not be a concussion after 
all, but rather a more-treat- 
able neck injury that went 
undiagnosed for weeks if 
not months. 

After meeting with spe¬ 
cialists on both U.S. coasts 
during the last week, the 
Pittsburgh Penguins cap¬ 
tain was told he has a soft 
tissue injury that is causing 
swelling in his top two ver¬ 
tebrae. Multiple doctors 
agreed there is no fracture. 

While another concus¬ 
sion has not been ruled out, 
Crosby was told the neck 
problem can cause symp¬ 
toms much like those asso¬ 
ciated with a concussion. 

“The biggest thing I can 
take from this is this is 
something I can work on. I 
can come in and get my 
neck worked on,” Crosby 
said Tuesday night. 

There is nothing more 
that Crosby and the Pen- 
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“There’s a pretty big possibility (the 
neck problem) could be causing some of 
the issues, so I really hope that’s the 
case, and hope with some treatment 
that it’ll improve and that’s hopefully 
the end of it.”

“From what I’ve been 
told, this is something pret¬ 
ty commonly linked with 
concussion symptoms, and 
in a way that’s encourag¬ 
ing,” Crosby said. “There’s 
no magic to get rid of it but, 
if this is contributing, this 
is something we can obvi¬ 
ously treat and work on 
and hopefully it will go 
away.” 

If the neck treatment 
proves successful, Penguins 
general manager Ray Shero 
is hopeful that Crosby can 
return later this season to 
Penguins lineup. 

Shero emphasized that 
no doctor — and numerous 
physicians and specialists 
have been consulted — be¬ 
lieves the problem might 
be career-threatening. 

“There’s been no indica¬ 
tion from any doctor where 
he would have to shut it 
down for the season or re¬ 
tire,” Shero said. “We’re go¬ 
ing to tiy to manage these 
symptoms and get them 
under control and get a 


handle on this and get him 
back on the ice.” 

Crosby skated at Consol 
Energy Center with injured 
teammates Jordan Staal 
and Simon Despres on 
Monday and Tuesday. He 
will not accompany the 
Penguins to Toronto for the 
second half of a back-to- 
back series Wednesday. 

News of the previously 
undiagnosed injury broke 
last weekend, after Crosby 
met with Dr. Robert S. Bray, 
a Los Angeles-based special¬ 
ist. A CT Scan and MRI re¬ 
vealed the neck injury, and 
Bray gave Crosby an injec¬ 
tion to reduce the swelling. 

Crosby does not believe 
he will require further in¬ 
jections. 

Bray’s report was ana¬ 
lyzed by Dr. Alexander Vac- 
caro, a spinal trauma 
expert at Thomas Jefferson 
University Hospital in 
Philadelphia, and he and 
other specialists — includ¬ 
ing Crosby’s Pittsburgh- 
based medical team — 
determined Crosby’s neck 
wasn’t broken.

How could it miss, really? 

A cute, fun and economi¬ 
cal car with Italian heritage 
at a base sticker price of just 
$17,000? 

Well, it hasn’t missed, ex¬ 
actly, but it has been a 
bumpy ride for Chiysler’s 
Italy-based offshoot as it at¬ 
tempts to carve out a de¬ 
cent-sized slice of a rather 
small niche-market pie. 

Now there’s a new mar¬ 
keting boss and two new 
models to help reach an ag¬ 
gressive North American 
target of 50,000 cars a year. 

But is it enough? And do 
North American buyers get 
it? 

Fifty-plus years ago, the 
Volkswagen Beetle charmed 
North Americans with 
quirky styling and a highly 
effective ad campaign that, 
like the rear-engine, air¬ 


cooled car itself, broke all 
the rules. Since then, light¬ 
ning has yet to strike twice, 
although the resurrected 
Mini Cooper in all its iconic 
gloiy has been more than 
moderately successful. 

On these shores, the 
500’s heritage is far less ap¬ 
preciated, but at least the 
car delivers on the cute-and- 
cool factor. Of course, a 
spike in gas prices would re¬ 
ally help to light a fire un¬ 
der the 500’s sales chart. 

For the 2012 model year, 
two new versions of the Fiat 
500 await your considera¬ 
tion — the 500c (convert¬ 
ible) and the
